Jury System Attacked 


fit the opinion of the Bar Asto- 
ciation of Ontario tlic jury system 
is dying out. It is a time honored 
S|>ort for lawyers to point defects 
in the jup 1 system. Like any other 
human institution it has its fsults, 
but any system that was devised to 
Uke its place would also have its 
faults, unless like the Book of 
Mormon people, we could lie in- 
duccd to believe thatvit was of 
supernatural origin. At present 
tbe proposed subsitutc is trial by 
judge. The defects of this system 
are plainer to lawyers than to any¬ 
one else. Who knows so well as 
the lawyer that one judge is severe, 
and that another is lenient, that 
one will send a man to penitenti¬ 
ary for an offence that will draw 
merely a kind of homily from an¬ 
other? In this city wc had the 
amazing spectacle of a judge sen¬ 
tencing to imprisonment a husband 
whose home had been ruined by a 
boarder and who was later assaulted 
by the boarder, the judge having 
apparently got the identity of the 
two men mixed. - Similarly we 
have a mail convicted of a cruel 
and brutal assault let off with a 
nominal fine. These matters are 
brought up not in criticism of our 
judges, who, as a body, command 
the respect of the community, but 
merely to show that legal training 
docs not prevent a man from mak¬ 
ing seiious mistakes. Tile public 
would listen with greater respect 
to eminent lawyers and judges if 
at their annual gathering they 
would discuss such questions as 
the intimidating of witness and the 
abuse of judical authority involved 
in the public lecturing of juries 
that do not return a verdict accept¬ 
able to the judge. These are evils 
that lawyers and judges can cor¬ 
rect upon their own initiative. 
They do not require laws or even 
public co o|ieration to bring sbont 
reform, and they might get buay 
themselves with them.—Toronto 
Mail and Umpire.
